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1. AIAA HAS EXTENDED SERIES OF INVITATIONS TO USG 
OFFICIALS AT HIGH LEVEL TO PARTICIPATE AND SPEAK AT 
PROPOSED SYMPOSIUM AND TECHNICAL DISPLAYS TO BE HELD 
IN MOSCOW WEEK OF JUNE 25. BECAUSE OF LEVEL OF PRO- 
POSED USG REPRESENTATION, IT IS DESIRABLE THAT MINISTRY 
OF CIVIL AVIATION BE IN FULL ACCORD WITH ARRANGEMENTS 
AND IN OUR VIEW PREFERABLE THAT THEY EXTEND INVITATIONS 
TO USG TO PARTICIPATE RATHER THAN AN AMERICAN ORGANI- 
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ZATION. FAA ADMINISTRATOR BUTTERFIELD WOULD BE 
RECEPTIVE TO AN OFFICIAL INVITATION TO MAKE AN OPENING 
ADDRESS AND APPROPRIATE FAA OFFICIALS WOULD PARTICIPATE 
IN SYMPOSIUM IF OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT INVITATION FORTH- 
COMING. SYMPOSIUM PROGRAM OUTLINE APPEARS ORIENTED 
TOWARD AIR TRAFFIC CONTROL AND AIRPORT AND AIR SYSTEMS 
FACILITIES WHICH ARE IN USG PRIMARY FAA FUNCTIONS. 

2. REQUEST DISCREET INQUIRY AS TO STATUS A6. KVITSINSKIY SAID HE WOULD 
LIKE TO MAKE ONE " NASTY 

REMARK." ALL OF THE VARIANTS SPELLED OUT BY THE ALLIED 
REPS WERE AIMED AT ONE GOAL, TO CREATE A FUTURE BASIS 
FOR RAISING THE ISSUE OF HUNGARY WHILE DENYING THE EAST A 
SIMILAR BASIS FOR THE EAST TO RAISE THE STATUS OF ITALY. 

THIS SIMPLY WOULD NOT WORK, SINCE IF HUNGARY WERE INVOLVED, 

ITALY WOULD ALSO HAVE TO BE INVOLVED. 

27. THE NETHERLANDS REP SAID THAT SOME NEW ELEMENTS OF 
THOUGHT HAD APPEARED IN THIS DISCUSSION, AND THAT BY 
STUDYING THESE IT MIGHT BE POSSIBLE TO FIND SOME COMMON 
GROUND FOR MOVING ON THE HUNGARY QUESTION. KHLESTOV 
INTERJECTED TO SAY THAT IT WOULD BE MORE CORRECT TO CALL 
IT THE HUNGARIAN AND ITALIAN QUESTION. THE NETHERLANDS 
REPP CONTINUED THAT THE ALLIES HAD MADE CONCESSIONS BY 
AGREEING NOT TO INCLUDE HUNGARY IN THE DIRECT CATEGORY 
PROVIDING THE ISSUE OF PARTICIPATION WERE KEPT OPEN. 

THEY HAD MADE IT CLEAR THAT ITALY, WHICH WAS NOT PART 
OF CENTRAL EUROPE. COULD NOT BE INCLUDED IN THE SAME 
CATEGORY. 

28. KHLESTOV REPLIED THAT TO SAY THAT ITALY WOULD BE 
EXCLUDED FROM DIRECT PARTICIPATION WAS UNPRODUCTIVE IN 
TERMS OF FINDING A SOLUTION TO THE PARTICIPATION ISSUE. 

IF THE ALLIES DID SAY THIS, THEN THE EAST WOULD SAY THAT 
HUNGARY SHOULD BE EXCLUDED. THIS WAS AN UNPRODUCTIVE 
ROUTE TO FOLLOW. THE ALLIED VIEW OF LEAVING THE QUESTION 
OF HUNGARIAN PARTICIPATION OPEN WITH A SPECIFIC MENTION 
OF HUNGARY WAS CONTRARY TO THE SOVIET AND HUNGARIAN 
POSITIONS. THE ALLIES SHOULD TAKE FULL ACCOUNT OF THESE 
POSITIONS. THE EASTERN SIDE HAD SHOWN ITSELF FLEXIBLE 
IT HAD TAKEN THE POSITION THAT HUNGARY COULD NOT BE A 
DIRECT PARTICIPANT. THEN IT HAD SUBSEQUENTLY ALTERED THIS 
POSITION TO SAY THAT BOTH HUNGARY AND ITALY COULD BE 
IN THIS CATEGORY. ITALY SHOULD BE CONSIDERED ALONG 
WITH HUNGARY IN ANY PARTICIPATION APPROACH- THIS 
WAS A SIMPLE FACT OF LIFE. 
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29. DISCUSSION TURNED TO THE NEXT MEETING. THE HUNGARIAN 
REP NOTED THAT THE NEXT SESSION WAS TO BE HELD IN THE 
HUNGARIAN EMBASSY BUT THAT APRIL 4 WAS THE HUNGARIAN 
NATIONAL DAY, AND IF A MEETING COULD NOT BE HELD BEFORE 
MARCH 30, IT WOULD HAVE TO BE DELAYED UNTIL AFTER APRIL 4 
BECAUSE OF ARRANGEMENTS NECESSARY FOR THE NATIONAL DAY. 
THE GROUP AGREED TENTATIVELY TO MEET MARCH 30 AT 10:30 
IN THE HUNGARIAN EMBASSY. THE HUNGARIAN REP EXTENDED 
A LUNCH INVITATION FOR APRIL 5 ON BEHALF OF THE RESIDENT 
HUNGARIAN AMBASSADOR TO PARTICIPANTS AT THE PRESENT 
DISCUSSION. HUMES 
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
